m alarial chill that] would com e of 
strong coffee xvith a little lemon juice 
added; th a t strong tea xx’as alm ost a 
specific for neuralgia in its simple, un­ 
com plicated form. Avhile turnips xvere 
found to be nlm ost a specific in the 
sim pler types of rheum atism common 
to young men, w here the only predis­ 
posing cause w as exposure to the ele­ 
m ents."

There are great differences iii people 
iii respect to their pow er for utilizing 
different kinds of food. 
Milk is one 
of the most wholesome and digestible 
of foods and yet there are people who 
cannot endure it. 
I/ite research makes 
it probable th at in tile cluing*** which 
milk undergoes In the body injurious 
cum j k Hinds are som etim es formed, and 
th at tills is the reasou why milk does 
not agree w ith som e people. 
The case 
is the sam e w ith eggs, xvith certain 
fruits, as the straw berry, aud Indeed 
xvith m any different food m aterials. 
Hence It may lie literally true that 
“One m an's m eat is another m an’s poi­ 
son.” 
But xxii He there are exceptions. 
the general rule holds g*»od that, for 
ordinary people with good pow ers of 
digestion and assim ilation, tin* nutritive 
values of tin* ordinary standard food 
m aterials are m easured pretty accurate­ 
ly by their chemical composition, aud 
that the right m ixtures of food are 
those which furnish tile nutrients in 
th e proportions dem anded by the body-

It con­ 
sists, our Paris correspondent says, in 
the subcutaneous Injection of serum 
taken from the blood of a horse jh.it 
has been previously vaccinated with 
the cultivated microbes of croup. The 
injection should be made once for all 
Soon after it is made the temperature 
falls, the growth of the false mem­ 
branes is arrested, in twenty-four ti mrs 
thoy begin to peel from the lnsi%- of 
the throat, and in tliirty-six hours tho 
larynx is free from the bacilli. Dr. 
Roux began his treatment at the Chil­ 
dren’s Hospital on Feb. I. He took 
there with him a large supply of the 
serum and inocculated every child ho 
found suffering from croup, 'file or­ 
dinary local and other treatment was 
continued. Dr. Roux asks us to re­ 
member that in the year 1890, 1891, 
1892 and 1893 out of 3,971 children 
treated for croup at the hospital where 
he experimented, 
2.029 
died. Since 
February last out of 448 children who 
redyed the serum injections, 109 died

A few nights later 
the trap-doar opened again, and the 
same figure appeared. He told Prof. 
Hall that after leaving the observa­ 
tory he had looked at the moon, and it 
was xvrong side up as he had seen it 
through the telescope. Ho was puzzled j 
and wanted to kuoxv the cause, so he ‘ 
had walked up from the White House 
alone. Prof. Hall explained to him 
how the lense of a telescope gives an 
inverted image, and President Lincoln

The farmers who live n ear a town 
materially assist in Its progress if they 
are accustomed to carry their prod uce to 
it every week. They are compelled to 
fin d a market somewhere, but tho town 
that attracts them most is usually the 
town that has a good public market 
place, where they can un hitch an d feed 
their horses an d expose* their wood , po­ 
tatoes, fruits an d other prod uce for sale. 
A farmer n aturally d islikes to un ­ 
hitch on tho street, where his team is in 
the way, whore he may be moved on l>y 
the polioe an d where he will attract lit­ 
tle atten tion from passereby. Con se­ 
quen tly the town that has a regular mar­ 
ket place, where fan n ers can con gre­ 
gate, sell their prod uce an d gossip while 
waitin g for a customer, is the town 
whose merchan ts will see the color of 
the farmer’s mon ey. 
The market place should be located in 
the cen ter of the busin ess portion of the 
town an d should have a n umber of cov­ 
ered shed s, where the farmer may sta­ 
ble his horses when it rain s or sn ows. 
On ce established an d well ad vertised 
the market will soon become popular 
both with the farmers an d the public, 
especially if tbe town authorities see 
that the place is kept n eat an d clean 
an d mad e reason ably comfortable an d 
attractive. Where there are several 
rival town s in a good farmin g commu­ 
n ity the on e that has a good market 
place will surely get the farmer’s prod ­ 
uce an d the mon ey he receives to r it 
an d will become more an d more pros­ 
perous every year.

A Mongrel Ticket Nominated. 
The democratic county convention 
convened at the court house last Sat­ 
urday afternoon as per call issued, 
and as usual when a lot of the “un­ 
washed” get together, a wildly hdar 
ious time was enjoyed. 
It the party 
has not been entirely demoralized 
heretofore, last Saturday’s gathering 
of the faithful (I) completes the job, 
for you can scarcely find a democrat, 
not even one of the three or four on 
the ticket nominated, but what is dis­ 
gusted with the whole proceeding. 
The ticket nominated is made up of 
repuulicans, populists, democrats aud 
what-nots, prohibitionists alone being 
excluded. The convention started in 
by endorsing a populist, then flopped 
over and endorsed a republican, then 
nominated a democrat, and then 
peated the order throughout the en­ 
tire ticket. The fine Italian band of 
Bro. Stivers was discernible through­ 
out the entire proceedings, for no one, 
not even Ig. Donnelly himself, could 
have done the flopping act so easily 
and skillfully as did the Journal man 
on this occasion. Much practice has 
made him perfect. 
The convention was called to order 
by Committeeman Johnson, who read 
the call and stated that the first busi­ 
ness would be the selection of a chair­ 
man. This simple business started a 
wrangle, which was at length solved 
by all nominees declining except J. 
H. Koop, who was elected, and after 
a similar unseemly proceeding J. M. 
Elder was elected secretary, 
On motion the chair appointed a 
committee 
on 
credentials, which, 
strange to say, made a speedy report, 
which was adopted. The committee 
reported 26 delegates entitled to seats 
in the convention, 19 of whom 
from the city and 7 from the country. 
The chair then announced that 
nominations for auditor were in order, 
and H. C. Stivers arose and moved 
that the convention endorse the can 
didacy of Chas. Banks, the populist 
nominee. This action was in pursu­ 
ance to in agreement said to have 
been made by the bosses for the pop­ 
ulist endorsement of Dr. Hemstead 
for the senate. Some of the straight, 
dyed-in-the-wool democrats did not 
approve of this, hence J as. Cullen, 
representing this faction, moved an 
amendment to the motion to leave 
the place blank, bat the amendment 
was voted down and the original mo­ 
tion was passed and Banks declared 
the nominee. 
The vote stood 15 for 
and l l against endorsement. 
John T. Frater, the republican 
nominee, was next endorsed for treas­ 
urer without opposition. 
Nominations for sheriff were called 
for and Geo. Stratton was nominated 
by acclamation, the convention thus 
far having nominated a populist, a 
republican and a democrat. 
Nominations for register of deeds 
being next in orjer, a motion was 
made to endorse A. Mahlnm, the re­ 
publican nominee. 
This raised the 
ire of L. P. White, jr., who, remem­ 
bering how neatly Mr. Mahlnm had 
laid him out two years ago, vigorous­ 
ly protested against this action, say­ 
ing he preferred leaving the place 
blank to endorsing a republican. Jas. 
Cullen arose and enquired what kind 
of a convention it was, anyhow. He 
thought he had been elected to a 
democratic convention, but so far 
nothing but populists and republi­ 
cans had been favor, and for one he 
kicked against such action. 
Never 
theless Mr. Mahlnm was endorse by a 
vote of 19 to 7, and formally declared 
the nominee. 
The convention then for a change 
nominated W . H. Mantor, a democrat, 
for county attorney, and J. J. McCar­ 
thy, also a democrat, for clerk of the 
court, both nominations being made 
by acclamation. 
Lyman Arms, the populist candi- 
didate, and R, K. Whiteley, the re­ 
publican 
candidate, 
were 
pitted 
against each other for the endorse­ 
ment of the convention for surveyor, 
and Arms was successful, the vote 
standing 24 to I. 
John Hurley, a strong republican, 
was next nominated by acclamation 
for judge of probate, and Dr. J. Mar­ 
tin was selected ail the nominee for 
superintendent of schools. 
W. J. 
Bain was nominated for coroner, and 
M. McFadden for court commissioner. 
For commissioner, John Bubar was 
selected from the second district and 
John McCarthy from the fourth dis­ 
trict. 
The matter of appointing a county 
executive committee was on motion 
left in the hands of the chairman, Mr. 
Cullen sarcastically suggesting that 
the matter be left to the republicans 
and populists, as they had met with 
more favor at the hands of the con­ 
vention than democrats. 
On motion convention adjourned.

“ I have taken a lot of rabbits,” said 
the doctor, "and inuoculateil them with 
one milligramme each of pure venom, 
tlie amount being several times more 
than a m ortal dose-

treated with serum of varying strength, 
the lowest being from a rabbit inocu­ 
lated with four milligrammes, and the 
highest from a rabbit inoculated with 
twenty-six milligrammes of pure ven­ 
om. 
Four milligrammes of venom is a 
m ortal dose f<*r ten pounds of rabbits. ! 
and twenty-six millvrrammes would 
suffice to cause death among sixty, j 
It gave me, consequently, a very pow­ 
erful serum. The longer the time aftei 
the inoculation the stronger was tin* 
grade of serum used upon the poisoned 
subjects. Thus, after twenty minutes 
T successfully arrest***1 the action ol 
the poison with the weakest serutn 
while the strongest savi*d the rabbit 
after the laps** of an hour and a half 
Those not treated therapeutically died 
in two hours. 
“ I find, generally speaking, alx>ut fiv( . 
cubic centimetres of the serum from i 
one milligramme are necessary to niak* 
the animal proof against one milli 
gramme of pure venom. 
I also find 
that I can use three distinct specific* 
in vaccinating a rabbit, and. l>y all 
analogy, a man. against the bite of th( 
most poisonous snake, or as antidote af­ 
ter they have been bitten. 
Those are 
first, tiie serum from an envenomed 
animal by itself: secondly, this serum 
mixed with chloride of gold or th« 1 
hypochlorite of sodium or of lime: and. 
thirdly, either of th e * chemicals, or 
preferably, chloride of lime, used bj 
themselves without serum. 
*'I have not inoculated any men I 
against snake bites as yet. 
T hat is s j 
m atter for the future. 
I must, ot 
course, determ ine how long the im 1 
munity obtained by inoculation endure* 
in the system before venturing to makt 
any pm lictions in that direction.

sole aim thus far has beeu to devise 
some means of saving persons alreadj 
bitten or in danger of being bitten 
and I have no reason to doubt the 
value of my results; and I hope and bo 
lieve th at the terrible death-role ot

The democratic county convention 
convened at the court house last S at­ 
urday afternoon as per call issued, 
and as usual when a lot of the ‘‘un­ 
washed” get together, a wildly hilar­ 
ious time was enjoyed. 
It tho party 
has not been entirely demoralized 
heretofore, last Saturday’s gathering 
of the faithful (?) completes the job, 
for you cau scarcely fiud a democrat, 
not even one of the three or four on 
the ticket nominated, but what is dis­ 
gusted with the whole proceeding. 
The ticket nom inated is made up of 
repuulicans, populists, dem ocrats and 
what nols, prohibitionists alone being 
excluded. 
The convention started in 
by eudorsing a populist, then flopped 
over aud endorsed a republican, then 
nominated a democrat, and then re­ 
peated the order throughout the en­ 
tire ticket. 
The flue Italian hand of 
Bro. Stivers was discernible through­ 
out the entire proceedings, for no one, 
not even Ig. Donucdly himself, could 
have douo the flopping act so easily 
and skillfully as did the Jourual man 
on this occasion. 
Much practice has 
made him perfect. 
The convention was called to order 
by Committeeman Johnson, who read 
the call and stated that the flrst busi­ 
ness would bo the selection of a chair­ 
man. 
This simple business started a 
wrangle, which was at length solved 
by all nominees declining except J. 
H. Koop, who was elected, and after 
a sim ilar unseemly proceeding J. M. 
E lder was elected secretary. 
Ou motion tho chair appointed a 
commiUee 
on 
credentials, which, 
strange to say, made a speedy report, 
which was adopted. 
The committee 
reported 2G delegates entitled to seats 
in the convention, 19 of whom wore 
from the city and 7 from tho country. 
The chair 
then announced that 
nominations for auditor were iu order, 
and H. C. Stivers arose and moved 
that the convention endorse the can­ 
didacy of Chas. Banks, the populist 
nominee. 
This action was in pursu­ 
ance to an agreem ent said to have 
been m ade by the bosses for the pop­ 
ulist endorsement of Dr. Hemstead 
for tho senate. 
Some of the straight, 
dyed-in-the-wool dem ocrats did not 
approve of this, hence Jas. Cullen, 
representing this faction, moved an 
am endm ent to the motion to leave 
the place blank, but tho am endm ent 
was voted down and the original mo­ 
tion was passed and Banks declared 
the nominee. 
Tho vote stood 15 for 
and 11 against endorsement. 
John T. Frater, the 
republican 
nominee, was next endorsed for treas­ 
urer without opposition. 
Nominations for sheriff wore called 
for and Geo. Stratton was nominated 
by acclamation, the convention thus 
far having nominated a populist, 
republican and a democrat. 
Nominations for register of deeds 
being next iu or^er, a motion was 
made to endorse A. Mahlum, the re­ 
publican nominee. 
This raised the 
ire of L. P. W hite, jr., who, remem 
boring how neatly Mr. Mahlum had 
laid him out two years ago, vigorous 
ly protested against this action, say­ 
ing he preferred leaving tho place 
blank to endorsing a republican. Jas. 
Cullen arose and enquired what kind 
of a convention it was, anyhow. 
He 
thought he had been elected to 
democratic convention, 
but so far 
nothing but populists and republi­ 
cans had boon favor, and for one he 
kicked against such action. 
Never 
theleas Mr. M ahlum was endorse by a 
vote of 19 to 7, and formally declared 
the nominee. 
The convention then for a change 
nominated W. H. Mantor, a democrat 
for county attorney, and J. J. McCar 
thy, also a democrat, for clerk of the 
court, both nominations being made 
by acclamation.

candidate, 
were

agaiust each other for tho endorse 
m ent of tho convention for surveyor 
and Arms was successful, the vote 
standing 24 to 1. 
John Hurley, a strong republican 
was next nom inated by acclamation 
for judge of probate, and Dr. J. Mar 
tin was selected ad the nominee for 
superintendent of schools.

Baiu was nom inated for coroner, and 
M. M cFadden for court commissioner 
For commissioner, John Bubar wTas 
selected from the second district and 
John M cCarthy from the fourth dis 
tnct. 
The m atter of appointing a county 
executive committee was ou motion 
left in the hands of the chairman, Mr 
Cullen sarcastically suggesting that 
tho m atter be left to the republicans 
and populists, as they had met wit 
more favor at the hands of the con 
vent ion than democrats.

Slow to A ppreciate. 
The farmers who live near a town 
materially assist in its progress if they 
are accustomed to carry their produce to 
it every week. 
They are compelled to 
find a market somewhere, but tho town 
that attracts them most is usually the 
town that has a good public market 
place, where they can unhitch and feed 
their horses and expose their wood, po­ 
tatoes, fruits and other produce for sal a 
A farmer naturally dislikes to un­ 
hitch on the street, where his team is in 
the way, whore he may be moved on by 
the polioe and where he will attract lit 
tie attention from passersby. 
Conse­ 
quently the town that has a regular mar 
ket place, where farmers can congre­ 
gate, sell their produce and gossip while 
waiting for a customer, is the town 
whose merchants will see the color of 
the farmer’s money. 
The market place should be located in 
the center of the business portion of the 
town and should have a number of cov­ 
ered sheds, where the farmer may sta­ 
ble his horses when it rains or snows. 
Once established and well advertised 
the market will soon become popular 
both with the farmers and the public, 
especially if tho town authorities st» 
that tho place is kept neat and clean 
and mado reasonably comfortable and 
attractive. 
Where there are several 
rival towns in a good farming commu­ 
nity the one that has a good market 
place will surely get the farmer’s prod­ 
uce and the money he receives for it 
and will become more and more pros­ 
perous every year.
